Purpose & Summary

The Administrative Office of the Courts is issuing this Request for Proposals to award one or more
contracts to provide all materials, labor, supervision and expertise required to design and build
workspaces for a second courtroom clerk.

This solicitation serves as the pilot for this project. Subsequently, a Task Order Request for
Proposal (TORFP) will be issued to the Contractor addressing each future request for service.

For this solicitation, and subsequent requests for services (TORFP), Contractor shall
conduct courtroom site visit(s) to survey specific courtrooms, take measurements, photos
and make sketches for design purposes and to determine best location and plan for the
second courtroom clerk.

The AOC’s Contract Manager must be present at all onsite surveys and will require onsite
discussion of existing conditions and proposed alterations/renovations. Each courtroom
and building is unique with its own set of limitations, so Contractor’s flexibility and
creativity are required.

Contractor shall produce a design/layout that shows placement of second courtroom clerk,
and include any modifications to the existing components (existing clerk’s area, dais or
witness stand or other) and shall include how the electrical and data lines can best be routed
and included in the design.

After approval of design/layout, Contractor shall submit price for work, which will include:
time schedule, itemized list of materials, labor hours based on proposed rates and approved
drawings.
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2.4.5 Electrical or data line work is not the responsibility of the Contractor, but must be
coordinated with specific trades and may require the Contractor’s expertise to
advise/design/install paths, troughs, access panels, channels and conduit as required.

2.5  Contractor’s Responsibilities

2.5.1 Contractor shall provide “pass through items” which are hereby defined as any and all
materials used on each project. Contractor shall furnish and install all items and materials
and charge back to the Judiciary on a monthly basis. This is a “pass through” item for
materials only and the Contractor is not allowed to add any mark-up or additional cost to
the price of the materials. A sales receipt, invoice or other written documentation of price
must be provided with all invoices for materials.

2.5.2 Contractor shall match existing woods, colors, grains and finishes to the extent possible.

2.5.3 Contractor shall maintain daily contact with the AOC’s Contract Manager when work is
being performed on site.

2.5.4 Contractor is responsible for moving any furniture or other items and replacing same.

2.5.5 Contractor is responsible for repair or replacement of any furniture, office machines,
flooring, carpeting or other items that may be damaged as a result of its work.

2.5.6 Contractor is responsible for daily removal of all debris, materials, supplies, and all
packaging and delivery materials from the site. There will not be any dumpsters on site
available for Contractor’s use. Contractor shall leave the area free of debris after each
work shift. Each evening Contractor shall move all Contractor equipment completely off
site or to an area approved by AOC’s Contract Manager.

2.5.7 The Contractor shall supervise and direct the work, using the best skill and attention. The
Contractor shall be solely responsible for: (1) all construction means, methods, materials,
techniques, sequences and procedures, (2) all coordination of the work under the contract,
and (3) to the extent the Contractor or subcontractors or suppliers at any tier design or are
required to design any portion of the work, design.

2.5.8 The Contractor shall be responsible to the Maryland Judiciary for and shall indemnify the
Judiciary against, the acts and omissions of any employees, subcontractors and suppliers
at any tier, and their agents and employees performing any of the work to or for the
project.

2.6 Work Hours

2.6.1 Contractor shall schedule all work with the AOC’s Contract Manager at least two weeks in
advance.
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2.6.2 All courtrooms must be kept available for ongoing use. Fabrication must be completed
outside of the courtroom whenever possible with final placement and installation in the
courtroom occurring after court hours, from 5:00 P.M. — 6:00 A.M. on weekdays and from
7:00 A.M. — 12:00 A.M. on weekends. All rooms must be returned to a fully functional
state by 7:00 A.M. Monday — Friday (except State holidays) for court use each day.

2.6.3 Regular working hours are hereby defined as weekdays during the hours of 8:00 A.M. to
4:30 P.M., Monday through Friday.

2.6.4 After hours are hereby defined as 5:00 P.M. to 6:00 A.M. on weekdays, Monday through
Friday and 8:00 A.M. to 12:00 A.M. on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays.

2.7  Acceptance / Punch List / Completion Requirements

2.7.1 The AOC’s Contract Manager shall have the sole authority to determine acceptable
/unacceptable work. A pre-acceptance walk-through shall be conducted with the AOC’s
Contract Manager and the Contractor. A “punchlist” of items that need to be repaired will
be given to the Contractor. The Contractor must complete repairs within 21 days of walk-
through. Final acceptance shall occur upon satisfactory completion of all repairs.

2.8 AOC Rights and Responsibilities

2.8.1 AOC reserves the right, at its sole option, to approve, reject or revise any proposed
design/layout.

2.8.2 All designs/layouts shall become the property of the AOC.

2.8.3 Notice to Proceed: After the Task/Purchase Order has been executed, the AOC’s Contract
Manager will issue to the Contractor a “Notice to Proceed.” This notice shall stipulate the
date the Contractor is to begin work. Any preliminary work started or materials ordered
before receipt of the “Notice to Proceed” shall be at the risk of the Contractor.

2.8.4 AOC will provide access to the work site. The AOC’s Contract Manager will be available
to answer questions, and will coordinate closely with the Contractor’s representative.

2.9 Invoicing

2.9.1 Allinvoices shall be submitted within 30 calendar days of performed and accepted services
as specified in Section 2.3 to 2.7 and shall include the following information: name and
address of the Judiciary, Contractor name, remittance address, federal taxpayer
identification or (if owned by an individual) his/her social security number, invoice period,
invoice date, invoice number, amount due, and the PO number(s) being billed. Invoices
submitted without the required information will not be processed for payment until the
Contractor provides the required information.

2.9.2 In applying for final payment, the Contractor shall submit, in addition to the above, a
certificate that he has paid:
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(a) All labor to date,
(b) All vendors and material suppliers in full for all items received, and

(c) All subcontractors in full.

The Contractor shall at all times during the term of the Contract maintain in full force and
effect, the policies of insurance required by this Section. Evidence that the required
insurance coverage has been obtained may be provided by Certificates of Insurance duly
issued and certified by the insurance company or companies furnishing such insurance.
Such evidence of insurance must be delivered to the AOC Office of Procurement before the
actual implementation of the Agreement.

All insurance policies shall be endorsed to provide that the insurance carrier will be
responsible for providing immediate and positive notice to the AOC in the event of
cancellation or restriction of the insurance policy by either the insurance carrier or the
Contractor, at least 60 days prior to any such cancellation or restriction. All insurance
policies shall name as an additional insured the Administrative Office of the Courts and the
Maryland Judiciary.

The limits required below may be satisfied by either individual policies or a combination of
individual policies and an umbrella policy. The requiring of any and all insurance as set
forth in this RFP, or elsewhere, shall be in addition to and not in any way in substitution for
all the other protection provided under the Contract.

No acceptance and/or approval of any insurance by AOC, or the Manager of Procurement,
shall be construed as relieving or excusing the Contractor from any liability or obligation
imposed upon it by the provisions of the Contract.

A. The Contractor shall maintain Worker's Compensation insurance as required by the
laws of the State of Maryland and including Employer's Liability coverage with a
minimum limit of $500,000-each accident; $500,000 disease-each employee; and
$500,000 disease-policy limit.

B.  Occurrence forms of comprehensive general liability insurance covering the full
scope of this agreement with limits not less than $1,000,000 per occurrence and
$2,000,000 aggregate for personal or bodily injuries and $1,000,000 per occurrence
and aggregate for property damage. A combined single limit per occurrence of
$2,000,000 is acceptable. All policies issued shall include permission for partial or
total occupancy of the premises by or for the Administrative Office of the Courts
within the scope of this Contract. Such insurance shall include but shall not be
limited to, the following:

C. Comprehensive general liability insurance including a comprehensive broad form
endorsement and covering: a) all premises-operations, b) completed operations, c)

broad form coverage for damage to property of the Administrative Office of the
Courts, as well as other third parties resulting from completion of the Contractor's
services.

D. Comprehensive business automobile liability insurance covering use of any motor
vehicle to be used in conjunction with this contract, including hired automobiles and
non-owned automobiles.

In addition to owned automobiles, the coverage shall include hired automobiles and
non-owned automobiles with the same limits of liability.

2.10.4 The insurance required under sub-paragraphs (A), (B), (C) and (D) above shall provide
adequate protection for the Contractor against claims which may arise from the Contract,
whether such claims arise from operations performed by the Contractor or by anyone
directly or indirectly employed by him, and also against any special hazards which may be
encountered in the performance of the Contract. In addition, all policies required must not
exclude coverage for equipment while rented to other.

Administrative Office of the Courts (the “AOC”) in the State of Maryland and corporate name plus
address (the “Contractor”) with Federal Taxpayer Identification Number XX-XXXXXXX.

In consideration of the mutual covenants and promises herein contained and other good and
valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the AOC
and the Contractor agree as follows:

1. Scope of Contract

1.1  The Contractor shall provide describe product (hereinafter the “Goods”) and/or services
(hereinafter “Services”), and other deliverables in accordance with the terms and conditions
of this Contract and the following Exhibits, which are attached to this Contract and
incorporated as part of this Contract:

1.2 If there are any inconsistencies between the contract and any of the Exhibits, the terms of
this Contract shall prevail.
